NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


It has been no secret that Baron Hirsch has for some time past 
been studying the position of the Russian Jews with an anxious desire to 
help them. His proposed donation for educational purposes was refused by 
the Government of St. Petersburg. His agents have since addressed their 
enquiries to many among us; and now we read in the Pall Mall Gazette 
that Baron Hirsch has decided to devote £3,000,000 to the expatriation of 
Russian Jews and to planting them elsewhere on lands suitable for their 
colonization. If.the statement is well founded, the question arises whether 
Baron Hirsch’s scheme is to take the form of free gifts of passage money, 
land and tools, or is to be a self-supporting organization like those which 
some of the proprietors of fruit lands in California have in view. Well 
administered agricultural communities might be able in a few years to 
return in the form of rents or interest on loans the expense incurred in 
their establishment, and a fund would thus be created which might be 
applied in further carrying on the perennial task of removing Jews from 
countries where they are unwelcome to those in which Nature may smile 
upon their industry. We hope it is true that Baron Hirsch has come 
to the reported determination. Some organization is certainly required to 
deal with a persecution which is stupendous in its scale and methods, and 
affects an unexampled number of our coreligionists.

It was startling to read in one and the same day’s newspapers that the 
Rothschild-Bleichroder combination had signed the contract for a new Rus- 
sian loan, and that the Jews were to be expelled from Moscow. It is said 
that the decree of expulsion will affect 140,000 persons, and will break up 30,000 
thriving homes. Prince Dolgorouki’s mild and tolerant administration had 
encouraged many Israelites to settle in Moscow, but the tale is now to be 
repeated of the cup dashed from the lips that were Aaa to quaff it, of 
the little hoards that were painfully accumulated for old age and the children 
being ruthlessly confiscated by removal, forced sales, hurried journeys, and 
the breaking up of businesses carefully organised. Of course assurances were 
given by the Finance Minister to the great Jewish firms concerned in 
the loan operations, that their participation in the matter of finance would be 
the best security for lenient treatment of their co-religionists. It is equally 
of course that another Minister was allowed to frustrate the pledges given by 
his colleague. The bond has been signed, the Czar must have his pound of 
flesh. May it not be well to urge that future financial transactions with the 
Russian Empire under its present Government should be avoided ? The 
promise of tolerance to the Israelites cannot be embodied in 4 mercantile con- 
tract, nor could it be enforced if it were. Its fulfilment would only be ensured 
if the Head of the State were in sympathy with it, and we know now that 
he is not, though we long hoped against hope. The Emperor is only leas 
barbarous to his own family than to the Jews, and nothing good for Israel 
will come out of his inscrutably hariened heart.

oon with Russia, and it would be as pradent from the point of view of mer- 
eantile success, as it is desirable from that of outraged Jewish feeling, to let 
the finances of this unhappy sovereign severely alone, 


Perhaps it is not yet too late for the loan-contractors to make an 
effective remonstrance, They might represent that they undertook the loan 
upon the terms that the status quo would be at least preserved in the case of 
the Jews ; and they might as creditors say that they view with serious con- 
cern the anti-economical measures now adopted. The solvency of the Russian 
Empire as a debtor is seriously affected by the cruel disturbance which her 
rulers are inflicting upon the most laborious and enterprising of her traders 
and artisans. If anything can usefully be said or written to this tenour it 
will be incontestably true. Duty and interest coincide in urging the most 
influential and distinguished among us to do everything that can be done, 
with any prospect of a favourable result, to prevent further persecution. 
Some remonstrances do more harm than good, and we do not profess to 
judge whether the moment is opportune, but we sincerely hope it may be 
so found.

Hellmuth Von 
Moltke was, however, not always possessed of friendly sentiments towards 
the Jews. Close upon sixty years ago, when: he was an almost unknown 
officer, he visited Poland, and he published the result of his impressions in a 
paper called Ueber Polen. The paper was especially interesting: as it con- 
tained a notice of the history of the Jews in Poland, but young Von Moltke 
clearly showed his animus against them ; for whilst admitting their great 
quality of perseverance, he charged them with gaining a livelihood “— 
means advantageous to themselves, but injurious to the peasants. The 
article appeared to have been forgotten until about five years ago, when it 
was discovered by Dr. Gustav Karpeles, the present editor of the Allgemeine 
Zeitung des Judenthums, and republished by himin Vom Fels Zum Meer. 
With riper years Moltke’s feelings regarding the Jews underwent a complete 
change. He entirely divested himself of religious prejudices, and insisted on 
the equality of all denominations. In his official and private relations Jews 
and Christians were alike to him, and many authors and artists of the Jewish 
faith had the honour of his intimate friendship ; his intercourse with Dr.

During the week of Passover which has just ended, many of our 
readers will doubtless have felt inclined to think that of all the names for 
the unleavened bread they have most recognised that which denominates it 
as “ Bread of Affliction.” It is somewhat curious that although the Bible 
narrative makes the institution of unleavened bread to arise from the 
hurried departure which necessitated the baking of their dough as it was 
carried by the newly-freed slaves, yet it is referred to at times as though it 
had been a “ Bread of Affliction ” identified, not with the day of deliverance 
but with the long years of servitude. As a matter of fact, it is exceedingly 
Sato that something like Motsa really was, as the Hagoda has it, “ The 

read of Affliction which our fathers did eat in the land of Egypt.” To 
the present day the staple food of the fellaheen in Egypt is a coarse. kind 
of unleavened bread. I: is made in small thick rounded cakes, and is 
serviceable to the hardworked fellaheen, as it is quickly made, keeps for 
months without becoming stale, and is very satisfying, a common ingredient 
being an appreciable quantity of sand. During the long railway ride from 
Cairo to Assiout, through the heart of Upper Egypt, the train is besieged 
at every station by vendors of this aboriginal form of Motsa. At the 
great market held weekly at Luxor it is piled up in heaps on the bakers’ 
stalls, the poor purchaser sometimes looking very wistfully at the happier 
merchant, who is able, for his own meal, to supplement the produce of 
his stall by a dish of cucumber, leek, or onions, the delicacies in fact for 


which the Jewish fellaheen had not lost taste when removed from their 
Egyptian surroundings. 


Progress has been so slow in Upper Egypt that the Jewish traveller on 
the Nile to-day is met at every turn by evidences of what, 3,000 years ago, 
must. have been the condition of his ancestors in the land of Goshen. 
Bricks are made now as they were then. A little of the sticky Nile mud is 
scooped out with the hands, mixed with a little water and kneaded by the 
operator with his feet. A little chopped straw is gradually added and 
churned in, and a smal! quantity of the mixture is then fashioned, either 
with a rough mould or, more frequently, with the bands, the bricks thus pro- 
duced being left in the sun to dry. Many of our readers will remember the 
funny pictures which illustrate some of the old Hagodas. One of these 
pictorial gems represents the Israelites building houses at Pithom or Rameses 
and depicts them in the act of carrying up bricks to the tops of the houses 
with hods on their shoulders and looks of affliction on their faces. Egyptian 
houses are not built like that to-day. As soon as a wall rises beyond the 
| reach of the hands of the builder he stands on it and his fellow workmen 

throw the bricks up to him! They are thrown, caught, and laid with mar- 
vellous rapidity and dexterity, and the astonishment of the European on- 
looker is invariably taken to be a tribute of admiration yielded to an exhibition 
of skill up to which civilisation has not yet progres:ed in his own country.

The little work on Religion and Morals, compiled by the Rev. Dr. 
Strauss of Bradford, has reached a second edition, a distinction rarely 
achieved by Jewish books of this character. As a rule we are not enamoured 
of the system of teaching religion by catechism ; it is one that tends to keep 
the minds both of teacher and pupil in a narrow groove. But Dr, Strauss’s 
little book is as good a specimen of its class as we have seen, so far as it 
goes. We hope that a third edition may be called for, in which case we 
would suggest the desirability of expanding it, The matter is so good as to 
make one wish there were more of it. We notice that an edition in Spanish 
has been published for the use of the pupils of the Gibraltar Jewish schools, 
the Committee of which have adopted the book. We cannot help reflecting 
with satisfaction upon the fact that it is possible, as Dr. Straugss’s book 
clearly shows, to present the essentials of Judaism in a simple and concise 
form. <A catechism like this strikingly proves how few are the necessary 
constituents of Jewish belief. What other religion could be set forth in an 
equally simple and condensed shape ?

THE CHOVEVEI ZION SOCIETY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Your anonymous correspondent E.O.J., in his letter published in your 
issue of April 3rd, drew a comparison between the action of our ancestors in 
England, when the battle of civil and religious liberty was being fought, and the 
action of the Russian Jews of the present day. To the “spirited” action of the 
former he attributes our position in England at the present day and draws a 
conclusion therefrom, that it is the fault of the Russian Jew, that he is not in a 
similar position. Is “ E.0.J.” laughing up his sleeve in making such a ridiculous 
comparison ? Without attempting in the least to detract from the credit due to 
our ancestors, yet the task they had to perform involved hardly more personal 
danger to themselves, than is this day incurred by those ladies who are fighting 
for admission to equal civil and political rights with men. Had our ancestors 
been liable to the same penalties as our brethren in Russia are at this day, in their 


atruggle for emancipation, is it not more then doubtful whether their object. 


would have been attained ? | 

“E.0.J.” in his advice to the Russian Jews to offer resistance, reminds me of 
the conduct of the schoolboy, who filled with hatred for a big bully he is afraid of, 
secretly incites a small boy to attack the object of his dislike. If * E.0.J.” is 
sincere in his convictions, he should logically go to the small boy’s assistance, in 
_ which case I anticipate, your columns would be the chief loser, for I understand 
that writing materials are not easily obtained in the mines of Siberia. 

As regards the Russian question, I have not the slightest intention of entering 
- into the merits or demerits of a subject of which I have no personal knowledge. 
“ E.0.J.” has imported into the discussion some of the worst accusations that 
have been made against our people by the “ E "nemies “ O”f “J ”ews, not of our 
race. These accusations have been repeatedly contradicted by those who speak 
with authority. I frankly acknowledge I am not qualified to give an opinion or 
to offer advice as regards Russia ; whether “ E.O.J.” is more qualified I cannot 
tell, but if his knowledge of Russia is on a par with his knowledge of Palestine, 
his criticisms can be passed over with equanimity. 

As regards Palestine [ cun at any rate speak with a certain amount of per- 
sonal knowledge and also as to the capabilities of the Jew, Russian or otherwise, 
becoming an agriculturist. “E.O. J.” is of “opinion” that the Jews of Russia 
are untitted to become good agriculturists on account of their “ hereditary 
instincts ” and “habits.” As an eye-witness I know to the contrary. If care- 
fully selected and placed under a firm and just administration, they tts with 
marvellous rapidity into farmers—in a very few months the pale slouching Jew 
of the Ghetto is transformed into the bronzed active tiller of the soil. Of course 
if no care is taken in the primary selection, and men unsuited by reason of bodily 
infirmity, age, character or other cause are sent out with helpless families, with- 
out proper organisation or administration to start an agricultural colony, the 
result must be failure, whether the colony be in Palestine or elsewhere. 

 “&E_O. J.” gloats in the idea that there does not appear to bean agreement 
amongst the members of the Chovevei Zion as to its objects. The reason is very 
simple and that is, that the Association as an organised body has not yet been 
initiated. Hitherto a number of fortuitous atoms have called themselves by its 
name ; recognising the desirability of union, steps are being taken to weld these 
atoms into a solid body, and when this is accomplished, Chovevei Zion as an 
organisation will spring into life. | | 

It is itmpossible in the space of a letter to enter into the abstruse question of 
the “ Greater Palestine.” If it bs the mission of our race to instruct the peoples 
of the earth in the mysteries of Finance and the Stock Exchange, I agree with 
“E.0O. J.” that “the Return” is an anachronism, but believing as all nationalist 
Israelites do, that the mission of our race is that foretold in our scriptures, that. 
we are to be the spiritual leaders of mankind, we hold that our destiny.can never 
be fulfilled until the Law shall go forth from Jerusalem. °

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sir,—The letter of ““ E.0.J.” in your issue of this week is a distinct advance 


on his former venture. Under the influence of Colonel Goldsmid’s reply to him - 


he does not now allude to Palestine as a“ played out country” or as bein 
unsuitable for colonisation. He is probably convinced that the testimony o 
esr seer who have themselves personally tested the capabilities of the country, 

preferable to the expression of his personal opinions and possibly devout wishes. 
That the Jews are unsuited for agricultural pursuits is eroeed by the success 
that has attended those colonies of bond fide agriculturalists that have been 
already established. We do not expect that all Jews are capable of developing 
at the bidding of our Society into full-blown farmers, no more than it would be 
right to assume that because so many of our pourer brethren have been forced by 
necessity and the desire to keep the Sabbath, to become sweated tailors and shoe- 
makers, they are possessed of no other handicraft. Most of the immigrants have 
occupations other than those they are forced to assume in this country and there 
will be lots of room in the Palestine of the future for merchants, tradesmen and 
artisans, just as the same exist in other countries. 

“K.0.J.” returns again to the expression of his fear that this movement of 
Chovevei Zion will injuriously affect the position of the Jews in England. We 
ought, in his opinion, to lay less stress on our glorious past and our hopes in the 
future but revel in the exalted position we hold in the present. 

It is too great attachment to past glories and future prophecies that in 
“E.0.J.”’s opinion tends to create “ indifference to Judaism in the best of the 
youth of Israel.” We ought to live in the present. The glories of parochialism, 
the proud position of being a financial journalist or, the zenith of ambition, a mem- 
ber of Parliament,—the striving to attain these is what will excite the enthusaism 

‘for Judaism of the “best of the youth of Israel.” For all this did our fore- 
fathers battle with oppression, for all this were we protected by Divine Grace in 
all times, I do not think that we need attach much significance to the continued 
indifference of those of the “best of the youth of Israel,” who, are anxious to 
have kept out of sight the distinctiveness which has marked us out from other 
nations. Nor do [ think “ E.0.J.”’s position will suffer by the prosecution of the 
work of the Chovevei.Zion. It is not the Jew who is proud of his race and 
religion, who is disliked by the Christian, it is that Jew who regardless of his 
noble birthright, is anxious to break down the barriers which divide him from 
his neighbours and to emulate them in all his actions. “E.O.J.” has sneered at 
the want of heroism of the Russian Jew, and has accused many of our members 
of being deserters from the Russian army. Regarding his latter statementI tell him 
that there are 125,000 Jews in the Russian Army. An eighth of million of men 
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serve a power, which. brutally illtreats them and belong to an army in which they 
have no chance of relief from terrible enactments. No one dwelling in the sun- 


light of English liberty can realise the heroism necessary to a Jew in Russia and © 


it is not a good trait in “ E.0.J.”’s character, that he retails libels against his 
brethren emanating from the worst enemies of our race. 

The KB of the Chovevei Zion are clear and definite. We desire to revive 
the National idea in Judaism and to foster and assist well-devised schemes of 
colonisation in Palestine. Our rules and constitution are nearly complete and in 
a few days will be published to the world. It isa very hopeful sign to see 
the support the movement is receiving on all sides, All phases of thought in 
Judaism have rallied to our standard. Commenced among the very poor it has 


“ levelled up” gradually until we have gained the adhesion of the noblest men 


in English Jewry. We are no wild dreamers, conjuring up a power which we 
will afterwards be unable to control, we have kept our hands firmly held down 
against all ill-considered schemes and hasty action, ard we will profit by the 
advice and counsel of those experienced men, who are giving time and labour to 
our cause. We asked the assistance of our best men to help us in this movement 


and that assistance has been accorded to us, and we trust that we shall even have — 
“E.0.J.” enrolling himself as one of our members. '

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—If “ E. O. J.” charges me with a superficial reading of his letter, he 
ought at least to guard against laying himself open to a like imputation. I fail 
to see where my remarks concerning the present Jewish population of Palestine 


clashed with those of Mr. Trachtenberg. I certainly did not disagree with Mr. 


Trachtenberg in condemning the charity extended to them and which, if I 
remember rightly, I myself called “ ill-advised” ; but I certainly disagreed with 
“E, O. J.” in considering the system of JZalucah a “ stupendous drawback” to 
the colonisation of Palestine, and I flatter myself that I have borne out my con- 
tention with facts. It is an instance of the somewhat sweeping remarks in 
which “ E, O. J.” indulges now and again, when he augurs from this imaginary 


‘inconsistency a Want of agreement among the Society as to their objects and 


the means of obtaining them. It is impossible that in a scheme so vast and 
comprehensive there should not occasionally be some difference of opinion as to 
minor details, but as regards the main issues and the means to be employed, 
there is, I can venture to assert, an exemplary unanimity of purpose among the 
members of the Society. ; 
I cannot conceive how “ E. O. J.” can disclaim having advocated assimilation, 
in the ordinary sense of the word. He does not lay so much stress upon the 
respective merits of the various countries open to the emigrant Russian Jews as 
upon his doctrine that their salvation consists in conforming with the institutions 
of their native-land. His view of assimilation reads well in theory but it is 
impossible in practice, especially in the present case. ‘“ If two people are honest 
and tolerant,” they may arrive at a state of combination, solitically aad socially ; 
yet, 1 think, not even “E.O.J.” willdeny that this necessary and important 
1ypothesis cannot possibly be laid down in the case of Russia It has 
already been seen that he attributes the blame of this to our Russian brethren, 
and makes them responsible for the evils of their present condition, persistently 
shutting his eyes to the true state of things, of which all Europe has already 
been informed to satiety. There is not the least evidence of an attempted com- 
promise or of any act of conciliation on the part of the Russian Government, and 
this circumstance, together with the inherent disposition of the Russian Jews, 
utterly precludes the sy of the ultimate fusion between two so widely 
differing elements. If we occasionally heard of any relaxation of the existing 
er measures, we might perhaps welcome it as the harbinger of further 
beneticial innovations. But when the. contrary is continually taking place, when 
the systematic expulsions of Jewish corporations and communities are growing 
more frequent day by day, and when the restrictions of habitation, as well as the 
ordinances about percentages are becoming more and more rigorously enforced, 
even the most shortsighted will confess that to struggle against such overwhelm- 
ing difficulties is a wasteful expenditure of vital energy. The cause of Judaism 
in Russia is doomed, unless perhaps, gome constitutional and political reforms 
bring for it also a change for the better ; but the one is as problematical as the 
other, and the Chovevei Zion are performing a duty of love and humanity by 
pointing out, in case of any sudden emergency, the most expedient course of 
action to be pursued.

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THE LATE MR. A. DE MATTOS MOCATTA.

The death of Abraham de Mattos Mocatta, apart from the melancholy 
features peculiar to it, has left behind it, in the hearts of those that knew bim 
best, a distressful sense of double loss, as they think alternately of the bright 

record of a life now closed for ever, and of the possibilities of still greater use- 
fulness that lay before him, had be been spared to complete the measure of his 
days. As one whose privilege it was to know something of the man’s work and 
character, I crave permission to render to the memory of a dear and hunoured 
friend this most imperfect tribute of my reverent homage. 

Most conspicuous inthe character of Abraham de Mattos Mocatta was a 
harmonious blending of high intellectual and moral qualities. A man of solid 
talents, of varied culture, of sound judgment, and wide sympathies. His early 
academic career had been marked by a series of unbroken successes from the 
time when he matriculated at the London University in July, 1869, was placed 
eleventh in the list of candidates, and obtained a sufficient number of marks to 
qualify him for an exhibition, until he graduated M.A. in Mental and Moral 

' Philosophy in 1873. He showed special aptitude for mathematics, modern 
languages, logic and political economy, and, in later years, often returned, not- 
withstanding the strain of business and public duties, to the favourite studies 
of his youth. He possessed, aiso, no inconsiderable knowledge of Hebrew. 
To his scholarly training he was able to add the advantages of travel. In the 
same year in which he finished his University course he made a journey to 
Egypt and Palestine in wre with his friend, the Rev. F. W. Aveling, the 
gentleman who was with him when he met with his fatal accident, and the news 
of whose recovery will, I am sure, be greeted with thankfulness by many 
others besides members of his own religious body. 

Mr. Mocatta was an excellent speaker, clear in thought and in utterance, 
As a member of the University College Debating Society, he took a highly 
creditable position. A speech of his at a public debate in May, 1876, Lord 
Herschell, then Mr. Farrer Herschell, being in the chair, is still remembered as 
-a striking success. Ou economic questions of currency and credit he was an 

acknowledged authority. He delivered an admirable lecture on “ Money” at 

the Egham Institute in December last. Those who were present at the 
Borough Jewish Schools Dinner in July, 1889 are not likely to forget the 
series of manly and eloquent speeches with which he pleaded the cause of the 
institution, and graced the banquet presided over by him. | 

In all matters requiring a sound and unbiassed judgment, his advice was 
especially valuable, and was often sought. Perfectly frank and guileless him- 
self, he yet had an instinctive insight into the nature cf men. In his friendship, 
as more than one of those who stood around the open grave on Wednesday last 
could testify, there was a touch of the romantic. He was not only loyal to his 
friends, he “ grappled them to him with hooks of steel.” An exquisite courtesy 
of manner and a delicate kindly tact made their charm felt upon all who came 
within the range of his influence. He had a characteristic love of dumb 
animals. To this feeling evidence is borne by a couple of troughs erected in 
the Bayswater-road, and presented by him to the Metropolitan Cattle Trough 
Association. | | 

The means and opportunities with which Providence had endowed him 
were turned to no ignoble use. He was proof against the temptation, to which 
so many men full of early promise succumb, to divide their time between 
making money and spending it. Though his interests were manifold, and his 
activity took various directions, I knew bim principally in connection with 
educational movements. He was, during the last ten or eleven years, one of 
the managers of the Old Castle-street, Chicksind-atreet, and Hanbury-street 
Board Schools. At these schools, and especially at Old Castle-street, he was a 
familiar and welcome figure. 


His election as President of the Borough Jewish Schools proved of 


immense advantage to that institution. Colleagues, teachers, and pupils, were 


stimulated by his example. Many of the children he knew by name. He was 
acquainted with the minatest details of every department of the schools. As 
an instance of his devotion to his self-imposed duties, it may be mentioned 
that during the terrific storm on the night of the 9th March, when few people 
left their homes except under strong compulsion, he was bardy enough to brave 
the elements along a journey of some eight or nine miles in order to attend a 
meeting of the committee convened for ordinary routine business. How he 
would have rejoiced had he been permitted to read the last Government report, 
‘0 encouraging in its tone and its practical results, which arrived on the very 
day when all that was mortal of him was consigned to the dust. 

Of his domestic life this is scarcely the place to speak, though, if the whole 
a of his life were told, it would not be easy to find, even among members 
of the House of Israel, a fairer and lovelier record, whether of son or brother, 
Phar or father.

When the coffin had been lowered into its last resting place, Professor Dr. 
Marks delivered the following pathetic address :—

The recital of the Kaddish in English by 
Master Mocatta, brought the service to a close. 


Preaching on Sabbath last at the West London Synagogue, where there was a 
large attendauce of the r:latives and friends of the deceased, the Rev. Isidore Harris 
devoted his sermon to the subject of Faith in Divine Providence—the keynote at 
once of the Hallel group of Psalms that had been recited that day and of the 
Passover celebration. Having discussed the problem of the Origin of Evil in the 


light of the Israelite’s faith in the immortalivy ot the disembodied spirit, the 


Preacher eaid : The application of these reflections to an event which has occupied 
the thoughts of most of us during the past week will be obvious. The tragic 
death of Abraham de Mattos Mocatia in the spring time of his life and usefulness 
must have set many minds pondering over this problem. A circumstance so pain- 
fully impressive, arresting the attention even of the most frivolous, cannot but 
deepen the mystery with which our mortal life is surrounded. 
we have witnessed, a career rich in promise of usefulness and happiners wrenched 
from its blossom without so much as a moment's waroing, reason is staggered by 
the unexpectedness of the blow, and must summon to its aid all the resources of 
faith, if it would combat the notion that our lives are the sport of blind forces 
which men call chance. But in the light of faith,the very megnitude of our 
sorrow becomes the measure of our hope. For we feel convinced that such capaci- 
ties of virtue and intellect as our departed brother had but commenced to unfold 
when he was called hence, were not bestowed on him by the Ged of the spirite of 
all fiesh, to be thas suddenly and prematurely suppressed and thus given over to 
annihilation. No,it cannot be! R-ason and religion combine to assure us that 
they are destined to be indefinitely developed under other conditions of growt. In 
his death, this coneregation mourns the loss of one who, as a past Warden, a 
member of its Council, and of various Committees, brought to the discharge of his 
offices not merely a ripe and disciplined intellect, but a conscientiousness which was 
altogether remarkabl: for not suffering itselt to overlook the minutest dejail of 
duty. And the same qualities distinguished him in connection with those educa- 
tional institutions over whose interests be watched. Indeed to know him in those 
capacities was to receive a stimulating object lesson in the virtue of conscientious 
thoroughness. He leaves behind him a sensible void in public life. Both our con- 
gregation and the community will find themselves appreciably the poorer for his 
untimely removal. 


t the Borough Synazogue on the first day of Passover, preaching on “ The 
of Rev. Francis Cohen thus concluded his sermon : 


Such reflections as I have just derived from the historical reminiscences of the © 


Passover come home to-day with peculiar force to those of us to whom the welfare 
of our local schools is dear. But yesterday we laid in the compassionate boeom of 
Mother Earth a scion of one of our noblest stocks, one bearing the venerated name 
of Mocatta,a man of noble mind and large beart, of lofty ideals and practical 
activity, in the flower of manhood and the fulvess of his strength, his intellect in 
all ite brilliancy and his vigour in its plentitude—such was the President of whom 
a sudden catastrophe has bereaved the Borough Jewith Schools. His interest in 
that institution was keen and constant, and it is but a few days since I had the last, 
of those delightful interviews with him witbin its walle, How bard then to realise 

that no more shall be heard thoag tones of fancinating courtesy, of refined gous 
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ness, of irresistible good sense, of agreement—compelling guidance, which we had 
learnt to appreciate and to honour, He has passed over from this earthly Egypt to 
the Promised Land of Immortality. While it has been our grief to learn that to 
him, as to our fathers, the Divine fiat left no time for tarrying, yet it is a solace to 
feel that, unlike them, he was found well-laden with provision for the long march. 
Oar schouls bave sustained a blow that will leave a long-painfal wound, but even 
under such an infliction the merciful purposes of Heaven can bring into view a 
sweet balm of healing. The moral elevation and the mental accomplishments of 
our friend and leader will remain asa grand example set before the children on 
whose behalf he spared no exertion, and so in fruitful harvests of the soul will 
serve to keep his memory green, until the soothing touch of Time shall have, in 
due season, enabled us, and those others to whom he was dearest and most precious 
to recognise with reverent gratitude the sublime consolation of the Supreme, and 
even to exclaim in the words of our text, “ See, I acknowledge that it was for my 
peace that I had this heavy bitterness.”

His large knowledge and ripe judgment guided his colleagues, while his energetic 
example stimulated and inspired them. Under his direction the Borough Jewish 
Schools have made very marked educational progress, and now occupy a position 


_ guperior to that attained at any previons period of their existence. 


3. That with the object of gran i oy a lasting record of Mr. Mocatta’s dis- 
tinguished labours on behalf of and in connection with these Schools, a marble 
tablet bearing a suitable inscription be placed within the school buildings, 

4. That the Committee beg to tender their most respectful sympathy and con- 
dolences to Mrs. A. de M. Mocatta and her children, to Yn. J. Mocatta, Mr. B. E. 
Mocatta, and Mr. F. D. Mocatta, and to all the members of the late President's 
family in their sad vereavement. They give expression to the heartful prayer that 
the memory of so noble and unselfish a life may prove a source of comfort and 
consolation to his survivors.

“THE BOOK OF THE FAIR.” 


The Book of the Fair prepared for the Bazaar in aid of the Hampstead 
Synagogue is a medley of grave and gay, of the practical and the whimsical, as 
these productions should be. It gives the elevations of Mr. Delissa Joseph’s pro- 
posed buildings, a sober and useful history of the movement for the establishment 
of the synagogue, and then plunges into the topsy-turvydom, or tipsy-turvydom, 
of the modern fashionable bazaar with the artless remarks: “Like the Hebrew 
race, the bazaar is an oriental and very ancient institution. There must have 
been one in the Garden of Eden. is we infer from the exorbitant price 
which Eve paid for the apple.” - 

_ Whether the strange mixture of the sacred and the profane is edifying or 

not it will doubtless help to bring grist to thé mill. In one or two matters, 
which we prefer not to particularise, discretion has been lost sight of, but there 
is much excellent fooling. Among the vers de société and the playful references 
by Jews to their own Bible, it is singular to come upon an essay by.a genuine 
Samaritan. Jacob Shellaby sketches the modern community of N ablous, and 
intimates that he has deposited a copy of the Samaritan Pentateuch in MSS. 
for inspection at the Bébé Stall. Mr. J. H. Levy has a serious and interestin 
essay on “The Jew as an Economist.” Mr. Louis Cohen tells “How Jac 
Marks became a Matchmaker.” Professor Rhys-Davids writes on “The 
Jews and Oriental Studies,” and a_ tail-piece of camels, which 
follows is designed by Miss E. Isaacs. “John Strange Winter” the 
well known author of “ Bootle’s Baby” is so kind as to contribute a short 
story under the title of ‘‘ Dutch Tiles.” Mr. Solomon J. Solomon has illustrated 
this novelette, which is full of interest. Mr. I. Zangwill follows with “ An 
Honest Log-roller,” written with amusing knowledge of the methods of 
advertising which authors now sometimes stoop to adopt. Maunders, his hero, 
“flayed and excoriated Marsyas till the world accepted him as Apollo,” but is 
evidently in the way to learn by experience that it is better to praise Marsyas 
anonymously, in order that Marsyas, with equal anonymity, may call on the world 
to bow down to Phcebus. Lady Magnus, W. B. Tarpey, and Mrs. Aylmer 
Gowing write agreeable stanzas. G.H.R, a contributor to Obiter Dicta, discourses 
on Shylock, the subject of so many symposia. Mr. Joseph Jacobs, apropos of 
Ivanhoe, discusses the various Isaacs of York, and finds that there were three 
medizval Jews of that name. The Isaac of whom most is known is that whose 
record was extracted from one of the publications of the Selden Society (Select 
Pleas of the Crown) in the Jewish Chronicle immediately after the appearance of 
the volume, and is now given by Mr. Jacobs from Mr. Maitland’s translation. Mr. 
Frank Emanuel contributes a sketch drawn in the streets of a foreign town. Mr. 
Israel Abrahams writes pleasantly “A Jovial Ascetic.” ‘Re Henry” has one of her 
bright and harmless drawing-room plays, and Dr. Friedlander saves the scholar- 
ship of the volume by an acrostic in Hebrew on Hampstead (7RDWBONN). We 
have ventured slightly to alter the words of the translation in reproducing the 
first four lines of the rendering :— ;

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ANTI-JEWISH DISTURBANCES IN CORFU. 


The body of a girl about eight years of age was found lately at Corfu tied 
up in a sack outside the house of a Jew. Theauthorities of the town immediately 
set to work to ascertain whether the child was of Greek or Jewish parentage. 
The discovery caused great excitement among the inhabitants of the island, and 
the military and civil authorities took every precautionary measure by establishing 
a military cordon round the Jewish quarter. Later information is to the effect 
that the Chief Rabbi, Signor Da Fano, made a public declaration that the little 
girl belonged to a Jewish family which he knew, and that the body showed no 
signs of a violent death, as originally reported. SMe g these assurances 
an excited crowd assembled in front of the Jewish Club, pulled down a flag, and 
burnt it on the public square. The Prefect personally intervened with the object 


feared that the excitement would spread to the peasants and give rise to further 
disturbances. 
The Daily News correspondent telegraphs from Vienna :—‘The following 


account has been received here from a trustworthy source of the disturbances 


and excesses against the Jews which have lately taken place in Corfu. On 
Monday, 13th April, the Jew Vila Sarda informed the Prefect of the Police that 
his little daughter of seven was missing. A crier went round the town, and 


that he had seen the child near the Greek Church at four o'clock. It was made 
known later in the day that the child’s corpse had been found sewn in a sack 
under a house door in the Jewish quarter. Sarda identified the body as that of 
his child. Next morning all over Corfu the news spread that the Jews had 
murdered a Christian child for the Feast of the Passover, making the story 
credible by declaring that it was not Sarda’s child, but a little girl whom he had 
brought from Janina. The Jews answered by saying the Greeks had murdered 
the child to have an excuse for disorder and plunder. The Greeks became so 
excited that the Jews, 6,000 in number, kept their shops shut, and did not dare to 
stir out. The Government had a military cordon drawn round the Ghetto, but a 
murderous crowd rushed through the line of soldiers to the Jewish quarter, made 
a bonfire on the square, and declared the Jews should be burnt. .The Rabbi 
then publicly declared that he knew the child, who was the daughter of the 
Jew Sarda. On Friday night the Jews who arrived from islands by steamer to 
celebrate the Passover in Corfu were immediately surrounded and terribly 
beaten. Two were badly hurt, and without the interference of soldiers they 
would have been killed outright. Four Jews who arrived next day were similarly 
treated. Soldiers are still carefully watching the Jews’ quarter. 


JEWS’ INFANT SCHOOLS. 


The following is the report of Her Majesty's Inspector on his recent examina- 
tion of the Jews’ Infant Schools :— 

CoMMERCIAL STREET.—‘‘ Elementary instruction is thoroughly sound, attain- 
ing excellence in many respects, especially inthe upper parts of the school. Some 
of the object lessons are adnokiohis given. in others there is little effective use of 
any illustration beyond pictures. The different branches of kindergarten work are 
very successfully carried out, but some further development appears to be desirable 
in the first standard. Needlework is very good throughout. The order and tone of 
the school are admirable.” Grant earned, £662 3s, 

BUCKLE STREET: “ The school is thoroughly well organised and taught with 
great intelligence and thoroughness. Reading, writing and arithmetic are taught 
on good methods, with a due rate of progress from class to class. Object lessons 
are given in sufficient variety ; it would be better to form the lessons into groups 
of subjecta bearing more elosely upon éach other, and to lessen the amount of 
simultaneous and elliptic answers. The occupations and games are excellent.’ 
Grant earned, £386 19s. | , 

The following is the report of the examination of the Hebrew and Religious 
Classes by the Rev. B. Berliner and Rev. J. F. Stern :— 

CoMMERCIAL STREET ScHOOL.—‘ The number of Standard I. children pre- 
sented was 137; the subjects fixed by the Chief Rabbi’s code were taken, viz., 
Hebrew, Reading, Prayers, Commandments, and Bible Stories. The results were 
highly satisfactory, not one case of complete failure was recerded. The efficient 
manner in which these children have been taught compares very favourably with 
the instruction given in previous years. Classes II. and III., each consisting of 
four. Civisions and containing 149 and 175 children respectively, ed well in all 
subjects. The division of Class IV. taught by Miss Corcos, fairly well; the 
number examined being 53. The three divisions of the class, under the charge of 
Miss Levy, consisting of 84 children, paseed an excellent examination. The same

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THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


There is unfortunately no room for doubt that the measures against the Jews 
ate being enforced with increasing rigour. It seems to be -he aim of the Govern- 
ment to close Moscow to Jews as a place of residence, and in furtherance of this 
olicy an Imperial decree has been issued prohibiting Jewish mechanics, artisans, 
master workmen, distillers of brandy, and brewers, from settling in the city or 
any other place, in the Government of Moscow. In the same decree the Minis- 
ter of the Interior 18 directed to take measures for the gradual transfer of Jews 
answering to the above descriptions, to places of permanent settlement. Beneath 
this order the Czar wrote in his own hand, x To be carried out.” To understand 
the full force of the decree, writes the Times correspondent at St. Petersburg, 
it must be remembered that the severest of the Anti-Jewish laws have hitherto 
exempted Jewish skilled artizans, as long as they worked at their trades. It is 
estimated that there are about 14,000 such Jewish artizans in Moscow, without 
counting the many thousands of others referred to in the above order of expul- 
sion. Similar projects are on foot for application to St. Petersburg ; moreover, 
the present decree begins with a reference to an intended further revision of the 
passport laws in the same direction. 

A Reuter’s telegram, dated St. Petersburg, April 29th, says :—Following 
up the recent edict prohibiting Jewish artisans from settling in Moscow, the Town 
Captain of St. Petersburg has issued an order decreeing that the same measure 
shall also come into force here, and assigning certain places in which the Jews 
will be allowed to reside. , 

The Times correspondent at St. Petersburg, confirming the tidings of the 
expulsion of Jews from Moscow, states, on the authority of a correspondent in 
that city, that great consternation reigns in some of the poorer quarters of the 
town, and that the cruellest treatment is being meted out to the proscribed Jews, 
who are being marched out on foot in bands, chained together by the wrist like 
criminals. According to other news the small shops and dwelling rooms of the 
expelled Jews are being pillaged of their contents by the Russians. It would 
not be surprising to hear of more anti-Jewish riots. Holy Moscow is being 
“ purified,” as the Russians say, before the arrival of its new Imperial Governor- 
General, the Czar’s brother, the Grand Duke Sergius, whose consort, Queen 
Victoria’s granddaughter, has just embraced the Orthodox faith, preparatory to 
taking up residence in that most Orthodox city. 

- The St. Petersburg Correspondent of the Standard telegraphed on Monday 
night : The Ukase issued against the Jewish workmen of Moscow, which really, 
and not theoretically, owes its initiation to the Czar himself, has produced the 
greatest irritation among the members of the Council of the Empire, and of all 
the prominent officials, outside a certain party. It must produce such a conges- 
tion in the Jewish settlement as to cause a wholesale emigration, to facilitate 
which measures have already been taken at St. Petersourg. . 

The Daily News points out that the expulsion of the Jews from Moscow 
marks the triumph of the reactionary party in the councils of the Czar. It is a 
measure which has been advocated for some time by the Old Russian party, and 
has been warmly pes ire: in their journals, like the “Moscow Gazette,” the 
“Novoje Vremja,” and the “ Grashdanin,” but the belief prevailed that the Czar’s 
sense of justice and righteousness would revolt at the idea, and prevent him 
giving way before the Jew-baiting propensities of a section of the community. 
The more enlightened Russians (writes the St. Petersburg Correspondent) freely 
condemn the measure in private. The Jews are really the brain and nervous 
system of the trade of the land. At present Jews of the first guild of merchants 
have privileges, but these become jeopardised with the issue of Ukases against 
other unoffending classes, and with the curtailment of their enterprise will come 
a contraction of trade. Already the chief Jewish merchant in St. Petersburg, a 
millionaire, of vast influence, is preparing to leave. He has sold his house, and 
seeme to be liquidating his business. 


The Odessa correspondent of the Daily News telegraphed on Monday : Eight 
hundred Jewish families, numbering in all more than four thousand souls, are 
under orders to leave Kieff immediately. 
in that city I learn to-day that the contempiated expulsion of Jews from the City 
and Government of Kieff will effect altogether at Jeast 15,000 of their number. 
Those who have the means are emigrating, but unfortunately there is a large 
residuum of poor artisans and their families who find themselves in cruel straits 
on reaching the Austrian frontier without money. The Austrian authorities 
are also refusing domicile to Jewish pauper immigrants. The police authorities 
aré prosecuting raids among the Jews with great severity. Unfortunately, 
it 1s the poorest class of artisans, who as a rule live from hand to mouth, who 
are compelled to leave the city under the most cruel circumstances, whilst the 
usurers and others of nondescript occupations appear to find means of evading 
for a time the laws of expulsion. The number of those now daily expelled 
from the city of Moscow averages from 100 to 150 persons of both sexes. On 
Sunday week, as the result of an extraordinary police raid, 690 Jews were 
expelled. A night raid made in the suburb of Sarjadje caused the expulsion 
of 160 Jews alleged to have no residential passports. The rigour with 
which the new edict is being carried out by the police is causing a voluntary 
exodus of Jews from the region of Moscow who have legitimate claims to per- 
manent residence, but are afraid of the penalties now indivcriaiiantoly inflicted. 

great Jewish centre of Odessa is within the pale, but distrust in the 
®xecution of the new edict is now so widely felt that the ordinary Jewish 
emigration has grown fourfold during the past few weeks. Several foreign 
Jewish houses in South Russia are making arrangements for placing their 
usinesses in the hands of Russian agents and quitting the country. Many of 
the principals of this class of business establishments are essentially Russians, 
nt have acquired foreign citizenship by residence abroad, and their residential 
status in Russia must be guaranteed by three special permits, respectively 
om the Ministers of Foreign Affairs, of Finance, and of the Interior. Per- 
mits may be withdrawn at the will of any of the Ministers mentioned, and 
o person or firm affected thereby is compelled to wind up business and leave 
country within six months from the date of such withdrawal. Such special

edicts will be put into more rigorous operation after the Jewish Passover. 

Another measure, dealing with the residence and the holding of property 
about to be carried out by the Minister of War, who has decided upon prohibit- 
ing Jews from living or acquiring real property in the provinces 0 Ruban and 
Terek in the Caucasus. A similar prohibition has been in force since 1880, in 
the country of the Don Cossacks. 

A report, which we reproduce with all reserve, comes from St. Petersburg, 
and according to which it would appear as though the Government were desirous 
of facilitating an exodus of Jews from Russia. It is stated that by an Imperial 
Order the inhabitants of Poland are exempted for three years from the payment 
of a hundred roubles for each emigration passport, and that such passports may hence- 
forth be obtained through the Governor without petitioning for Imperial permission. 
An Odessa Correspondent reports that upwards of 2,000 Jews have emigrated 
during the past weex from the chief centres of South Russia for England and 
Australia. 

The reason given for the withdrawal of the permission to erect a large 
synagogue in St. Petersburg is that the dome would have been higher than that 
ofa church in the same street, The prohibition seems arbitrary when it is considered 
that the plans of the architect had received the sanction of the Government. 

The Jiidische Presse in Berlin has rendered a useful service to the cause of 
the Jews in Russia by publishing a translation in German, with several additions, 
of the pamphlet on the persecutions of the Jews in Russia published by the 
Russo-Jewish Committee, and containing also a report of the Guildhall meeting. 

The Spectator of last Saturday says, with reference to the fresh anti-Jewish 


| measures in Russia :—‘ It really seems as if the Russian Government had a secret 


design of expelling its Jewish subjects, probably five millions in number, from its 
dominions. Decree comes out after decree, and the object of all is to concentrate 
the Jews within the old Polish provinces, where no doubt most of them were settled 
before the Russian conquests enabled them to spread over the Empire. By the 
latest decree, all Jewish artisans in Moscow—fourteen thousand in number—are 

be ‘ gradually expelled,’ and transferred to the Polish provinces, already too fu 
of their coreligionists. The idea at present is clearly to compel emigration, which 
has already commenced ; but masses of men are so difficult to uproot, that if the 
policy is maintained, Spanish measures must in the end be adopted. The expulsion 
of the whole nation at the point of the bayonet would be one of the most extra- 
ordinary acts of despotism in modern history, but, backed as the Russian Govern- 
ment is by the people, it is by no means outside possibility. Even as it is, the 
situation of the Russian Jews is only endurable because the lower officials, when 
properly bribed, affect not to see them. A Jew in Russia is an outlaw who buys 
permission to live, and who is too weak even to threaten resistance.”

ANTI-ALIENISM. 


Tris old disease is creeping upon us again. Theoretically anti- 
lienism is not anti-Semitism, though there are points of contact 
between the two creeds, but in practice they are much of a muchness. In 
England anti-alienism professes to be aimed only at pauper aliens, but the 
antagonism lies deeper. It is well fortitied with reasons but it is none the 
less an instinct. Anti-alienism, though till the other day we had not been 
troubled by it in England for generations, is as old as history, and is but 
tribal isolation writ large. The world had been drifting towards wider ideals, 
the note of the eighteenth century thinkers was universalism, the poets and 
revolutionaries dreamed of the brotherhood of man. Then the reaction came. 
he cry of nationality was raised and echoed from every side. “ Italy for 
: ® Italians,” « Germany for the Germans,” “ Hungary for the Hungarians,” 
treland for the Irish,” and now “ England for the English.” Undoubtedly

2 But the two ideals of anti-alieniem and universalism are by no means 
Pposed. They are complementary, In mutual supplementation they are of

too, when either is pushed beyond its fair limits and exaggerated beyond its 
reasonable sphere of application. The Volkegeist of a nation—its special 
characteristics and aspirations—is neither a fixed and definite quality or 
series of qualities, nor something wholly perfect. Itis liable not merely to 
variation but to improvement. Fora nation to shut itself out from all con- 
tact with other nations, from all admixture of foreign ideas, from all intercourse 
with alien human beings, would be to court stagnation. On the other hand, 
to flood itself with foreign ideas would be to show weakness of national 
backbone and of native character ; and to swamp itself with foreign inhabi- 
tants would be to invite absorption or transformation. It is all a question 
of degree and expediency, not of absolute, rigid and unbending principle. 
We ourselves chose a policy of isolation and self-conservation and, when 
called to account for it, we allege our special mission and message, and the 
necessity for the Torah being guarded as by a fence in the ages of barbarism. 
But in our most exclusive periods we had always a sprinkling of alien 
peoples among us; no Jew would argue that mere anti-alienism is 
a virtue. It is a question of how far either of the ideals should 
be carried and to what end. ‘They are always in a state of mutual distur- 
bance—centripetal and centrifugal forces working against each other. If the 
anti-alienistic ideal is to prevail for a moment, it must be for cause shown. If 
the universalist ideal is temporaily to gain the upper hand, it must be for 
some beneficial end. Neither is to be set up as a fetish to be worshipped, 
though each has its measure of truth and import. 


The application of these philosophic generalities to the dominant problem 
of Anglo-Jewish economy—a problem which it is not inopportune to consider 
at the epoch of the celebration of our primitive national emigration—is easy. 
Let anti-alienists storm as they will, it will take long to convince English- 
men that it behoves their country to shut its doors to foreign immigration. 
And the arguments that involve the word “aliens” will touch us little, so 
long as they remain redolent of the idea that there is anything. objectionable 
in aliens as such. Anti-alienism as an isolated priaciple is a mere prejudice 
and a mistake. Some species of aliens are no doubt undesirable as immi- 
grants. It was not pleasant, for instance, for the Australian settlements 
after they had grown respectable and prosperous to continue to be 
inundated with British convicts, and we have recentiy seen how low-caste 
Italians with medieval ideas as to assassination, settled in the midst of a 
population with a different Volksge/st, have embroiled matters in the 
States. But all this does not show that alens are undesirable merely as 
aliens. Jewish aliens gave science and prosperity to Spain ; from the settle- 
ment in Italy of a few exiles from Constantinople sprang a Revival of 
Learning all over Europe. 

For a nation to set up a general antagonism to the admission of aliens 
would be to retrograde in civilization and to damage its own spiritual and 
material life. And put thus, this would not be disputed ; though, more 
vaguely conceived, it colours much national thinking. The fact is that in 
this latest cry, in the most recent accusation Jews have been called upon to 
meet, there are no less than three factors all confused with one another, so 
that it is difficult to answer it. 
of pauper aliens, which pauper aliens are understood to be Jews. Now here 
are three objections : (1) They are paupers. (2) They are aliens. (3) They 
are Jews. Evidently only the objection to the first category of immigrants will 
be gravely supported. The pauper immigrant is unwelcome—of that there can 
be no question. But who can doubt that in the popular mind the three ideas 
are interfused together, each strengthening the other, that a touch of anti- 
Semitism blends with a touch of anti-alienism as the Englishman pictures 
the paupers coming to divide the scanty loaf. It seems a single knot we 
have to cut—in reality it is a triple tangle. Divest the problem of the 
elements of anti-alienism and anti-Semitism, and the problem that remains, 
though formidable enough, becomes comparatively easy to tackle. What 
is to be done with the immigrant pauper ? We take it for granted that there 
is no primd facie objection to aliens in general ; we assume that Jews are 
not, as'they have proved themselves not to be, an undesirable species of alien ; 
it only remains to consider our attitude towards the immigrant who is a 
pauper. 

Well, on this poiat, Jews have always borne in mind that those who 
have labour to sell may view with apprehension the importation of fresh 


old settlers and may be ready to gain their livelihood by the most industrious 
ministrations to the wants of those earlier established. Difficult as it 
always is to find efficient servants for any branch of domestic or commercia| 
work, there is nevertheless an outcry against new arrivals in the 
labour market whether they be Jews or Chinese. The Fathers of 
our Senate—the founders of our Board of Guardians and our. Relief 
Societies—have always recognized this; and their successors have 
followed in their footsteps. As is freely acknowledged in Mr. Girren'a 


| recently published Governmental Report upon “Emigration end Immigration,"

labour, though the new-comers may have entirely different capacities from the | 
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the pauper immigrants have been repatriated or “sent on” in num- 
bers sometimes exceeding that of the arrivals. In 1890, the fear 
that we were being flooded by such arrivals prevailed to such 
an extent that the Consul-General at Hamburg (the main port of 
embarkation for our shores), was instructed to insert a tri-lingual notice in 
the Judeo-German Press, warning intending emigrants that England was 
paved neither with gold nor copper, and special investigations were made by 
the Board of Trade, including enquiries addressed to the Chief Constables 
of London, Manchester, Liverpool, Leeds, Birmingham and Glasgow. The 
result of these searching enquiries goes to show that the alarm was alto- 
gether exaggerated, and that on the whole the additional Jewish settlers in 
this country in 1890 do not amount to more than 5,000 at the most. It 
must be carefully noted that these 5,000 are not pauper immigrants, in the 
sense of arriving absolutely destitute. For itis upon the destitute immi- 
grant that Jewish charity has most chance of exercising its emigrative 
influence ; and the majority of these 5,000 are probably able to maintain 
themselves. They are distributed, too, among several towns. In a place 


like London, an extra thousand inhabitants would mean an increase of the tota] _ 


population by but -00025, and the immediate effect upon wages would be 
imperceptible. For this thousand, made up be it remembered of families, 
would only represent an addition of 200 to 300 to the ranks of competitive 
labour. Compared with the immigrants that annually pour into the country in 
all thedestitution of innocent infancy,the Jewish tributecan have scant influence 
upon labour difficulties. Should there ever come a time when an enormous rush 
of pauper Jewish immigrants into England was threatened, the question would 
have to be reconsidered and faced, and it would be a graver question than 
obtrudes itself upon us to-day. Even then, as these poor people would 
probably be flying from persecution, it might be urged that there were such 
things as mercy and pity in the world, that exiles must go somewhere, that 
the enhancement of the rate of wages was not all in all, and that England whose 
citizens, more or less pauper, had voyaged forth in search of gold and freedom 
tothe remotest regions and populations of the globe, should be the last to put up 
the bar of national exclusiveness. In that day English Jews might be 
truest to the Anglo-Saxon spirit by welcoming the wretched wanderers, ‘not 
as Jews but as shipwrecked sufferers. But happily that day has not come ; 
that problem has. not to be faced ; and the miracle to avert it may yet 
happen. For the present we are able to console ourselves with the expecta- 
tion of the Report : “ A period of minimum emigration and immigration, 
with a small balance of net emigration, must be again approaching.” But, 
however, it be with the ‘* paupers,” the less we hear henceforwards of the 
“alien” the better. Anti-pauperism has its justification ; but anti-alienism isa 
selfish instinct that must not go unchallenged.

Bridge Road. The chair was taken by the President, Baron Ferdinand de Rothschild 
M.P., who congratulated the meeting on the Report for 1890 which showed a large 
increase of work. He urged the needs of the Hospital which for the last five years 
has been compelled each year to trench upon ite invested funds to the extent of 
£1,000. The Hon. Conrad Dillon, Chairman of the Committee, moved the adoption 
of the Report and called attention to et alterations and improvements in 


the arrangements enabling more cases bo be treated and the nursing staff better 
accommodated.

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JEWISH HOME AND HOSPITAL FOR INCURABLES. 


On Sunday last a general meeting of the contributors to the Jewish Home and 
Hospital for Incurables, was held at the Institution, 49, Victoria Park Road, Mr. 
HERBERT H. RaPHakEt, L.C.C., L.S.B., President, in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the Report and Balance Sheet, said 
that it must bea matter of great satisfaction that in spite of much abnormal expen- 
diture tnere remained a balance of £500 on the year’s working. When the Institu- 
tion had made some further progress in the sympathies of the community the 
amount of the contributions would increase and all difficulties in the way of its 
future progress would disappear. A great measure of the saccess which had 
attended the establishment of the Institution was due to the canvassers who had 
forced it upon the attention of the community, and had obtained the majority of 
the subscribers. : 

Mr. Morgis Harris, in seconding the adoption of the Report, pointed out that 
whilst the income appearing in the Balance Sheet covered a period of twenty-one 


months’ the expenditure represented the cost of maintenance for only seven or 


eight months. The,income of the Institution, therefore, was not in such a flourishing 
condition as appeared at first sight, The expenditure per head, twenty-one shillings, 
was somewhat high in face of the fact that the salaries paid in connection with the 
Institution very exceedingly small. 

Mr. Moses DAvIs said that he had found that other Institations had suffered 
in consequence of the establishment of the Jewish Home for Incarables. He had 
hoped that a wing would have been added to an existing institution, but now that 
a new home had been opened it behoved all to work in union for the maintenance 
of existing institutions. 

_Mr. M. BARNETT, the Honorary Secretary, pointed out that in similar institu- 
tions the cost per head was considerably higher. The Committee had, however, 
es a" somewhat to reduce the expenditure, the rate per head being now twenty 
shillings. 

The Report and Balance Sheet were then adopted unanimously. 3 

The Report stated that the present income amoants to £800 per annum, and is 
contributed by about 1,500 persons, the majority of whom do not belong to the 
wealthy classes. This large number of subscribers proves beyond doubt that the 
Institution has taken a firm hold of the public mind and that itis held by a large 


section of the community to be a necessity. The enthusiasm with which the cause 


has been taken up by the canvassers of both sexes has overriden all opposition. In the 
course of three months they called on about 5,000 families residing chiefly in the 
East End, this unprecented house to house canvases was followed by the entirely 
novel idea of giving free concerts where the scheme was placed before the public 
and an active canvass carried on during the intervals with the greatest success. 

The Institution had started with ten inmates, but the number now in the home is 
fourteen, in addition to which there are about 25 applications for admission. 
The average weekly cost of maintenance is twenty-one shillings per inmate. The 
amount might appear high, but it compares favourably with kindred charities, in 

some of which the cost amounts to 380 shillings per patient. The managers hope 
at no distant date to extend the Home, on one side of which ground is available 

for building purposes, and thereby, if funds permit, some of the most deserving of 

these helpless, hopeless and often homeless creatures could be admitted. They 
point with satisfaction to the small amount expended in salaries. The Institution 

has an Honorary Secretary who is ite life and sou! ; there are honorary medical officers, 

solicitor, architect and dentist, and also chartered accountants who act gratuitously 

as auditors. The contributors can therefore depend that their subscriptions will be 

expended only on those whom they desire to benefit and that the amounts will not 

be curtailed by payment of high salaries. The Committee also point out with 
satisfaction that the spiritual wants of the patients are not neglected, as they have 

regular services read by an honorary lay gentlemen, Patients, some of whom suffer 

from complicated complaints, are physically relieved in the Institution, and every 
thing is done to minister to their comfort, and to bring a ray of sunshine into 
their dismal lives. The work is a holy one, and the community is appealed to to con- 
tribute the means which are essential to its progress and prosperity. 

The Balance Sheet, which was made up from March, 1889, to December, 1890, 
showed that the income during that period amounted to £1,432, and included sub- 
scriptions £780, donations £423, boxes £70, payments for patients £125, &c, The 
expenditure included £415 for buildings, £380 for provisions, rent, rates and taxes, 
— and wages, &c., £151 for eolieotion, printing, &c., leaving balance of 

85.

When the Russian Jews were attacked, plundered and massacred in 1881, 
the Czar was given to understand that it was a sudden outburst of hatred of his 
Christian subjects against Jewish “ exploitation.” To avert the repetition of 
such outbursts means were devised which resulted in Ignatieff's “ temporary 

ations,” otherwise known as the “ May Laws” of 3/15 May, 1882. 

These laws were chiefly directed against the Jewish “ exploitators,” the 
Jewish money-lender, and the Jewish publican. Oust them, said the author of 


these laws, from the villages, bag and baggage, and a life of prosperity and 
happiness will dawn on the Russian peasantry. 

Much has been written upon what has happened in Russia since, and need 
not be enumerated here again. The villages have been purged of Jews who have 
been driven or escorted back by étape to the famous “ Pale of Jewish Settlement.” 
Persecution has set in all over Russia, and even such Jews have been driven back 
to the “Pale”: who apparently had every “legal” right to reside without its 
limits. | 

The persecutions are going on mercilessly. One typical instance may be 
given. At Kief, ten Jewesses, the wives of Jewish artisans who had a right to 
reside there were found guilty of illegally carrying on a trade and sentenced 


to be expelled from that city. Their guilt consisted in selling Bread and Milk, 


in other words, in assisting their husbands in making a living. They were 
sentenced to immediate expulsion, to be torn away from their husbands and 
children and to walk by étape to the “ pale” in the middle of a severe Russian 
winter. 

But my object is not to denounce the cruelties of the Russian Government. 
The’ present lines are written to show how far the initiator of the “ May Laws” 
attained his intentions. 

That the Jews have suffered and are still suffering from the evils wrought 
by the “temporary regulations,” is a fact well-known to all the world. It is, 
however, not only the Jew that sufférs, there are other sufferers besides. They 
are the very men in whose name, in whose interests the Government passed thése 
restrictive laws ; the Christian population of Russia, who are more helpless than 


the Jews, are suffering even more than the Jews. The Jews have a knack for . 


emigration ; they turn their back to Russia and soon find a new country, new 
friends. Not so the Russian peasant: he is not fit for emigration, and if he 
were so the government would oppose it tooth and nail. 

Your attention has already been called to facts, which were the immediate 
results of Ignatieff’s “‘ May Laws,” and called God’s Messengers to the Czar. They 
are the following : 1. The flour-mills in Podolia and Kief counties. 2. The 
Cottage Manufacturies in Pavlovo. 3. The Nishni-Novgorod Fair of 1890. 4. 
The Economical crisis at Kief. 

But, instead of opening the eyes of the Czar, God continues to harden his 
Russian heart, and the Czar’s Council of State, in the forthcoming Session,—so 
the newspaper Dien has it,—will take into consideration a law providing pecuniary 
and even criminal punishment on Jews infringing the ‘‘Temporary regula- 
tions of 3/15 May, 1882.” | | 

What does this mean? Simply this: These laws have proved entirely out 
of keeping with the interests of the entire Russian population, who have always 
dealt with the commercial element among the Jews, and who cannot live without 
them. Both the Russian landlords and the Russian peasant prefer to deal with 
the Jews, and assist the latter in what the Russian Government terms “ in- 
fringement of the laws.” This valuable evidence is furnished by men whose 
hatred to everything Jewish cannot be doubted. | 

Prince Meshtcherski, the editor of the Grashdanin, the champion of the 
Russian landed proprietorship, in one of his recent issues, laments the “gad fact” 
that “true Russians” appear asthe chief assistants of the Jews in infringing the 
law, these true Russians being the local tchinovnicki or Government officials, and 

local pomeshtchiki or landowners ; but it surpasses all his mental powers to 
see wealthy Russian landowners, large landowners who have acquired in the 
country vast estates, hand themselves over to the Jews.

SYNAGOGUE ACCOMMODATION IN BERLIN,

[FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. ] 


_ _For many years the want of synagogues and religious classes has been felt 
in Berlin, so much so that a Society has been formed in order to urge the 
“ Reprasentanten” of the Jewish community to provide more synagogue accommo- 
dation. This Society, which agitated earnestly before the last election of the 
“ Reprasentanten,” succeeded in having some of its candidates elected, and is 
called “ Centralverein zur Vorbereitung der Jiidischen Gemeindewahlen.” Up to 
now the Society has not met with great success, for the petition which it 


7 votes. Atthe meeting of the Reprisentanten Versammlung,” at which the 
petition was debated upon, the President, Justizrath Makower, maintained that 
there was no need for an increase of synagogues in Berlin, for the number of 
seats in the synagogues (including the one being built in the Linden Strasse) is 
7,030, the number of seats in the halls hired for the holydays 5,000, in institutions 
and schools 2,089, in the halls where divine service is arranged by private people 
for the holydays 3,740, in the rooms of the “ Religionsverein” 1688, making a 
total of 19,547 seats. The Jewish population of Berlin is: 70,000, thus a seat in 
the synagogue falls to every fourth person, whilst the Christians in Berlin have 
only one seat to every 284 persons. | 
A stranger reason for the rejection of a thoroughly just demand can 
scarcely be imagined, and it is difficult to comprehend how the want of syna- 
gogues can thus be denied by saying the Christians have even less accommo- 
dation, all the more as serious steps are being taken in this direction to increase 
the number of churches. How the Reprisentanten Versammlung can leave it to 
private undertaking to arrange divine service for 4,000 Jews, which as 1 men- 
tioned in my letter of September 17th, 1890, vide Jewish Chronicle, September 
26th, is in no way a proper form of worship, is incomprehensible. When wa read 
what most praiseworthy exertions are made in London to erect new synagogues, 
and how a Great Fancy Fair in aid of the Hampstead Synagogue is being 
arranged, we must all the more regret that the Repraisentanten of the Berlin 
Jewish community do not take pattern from these efforts, and instead of assisting 
the just demand for new synagogues deny it, and thus create even more religious 
indifference than that which already pervades several circles of the community. At 
the general meeting of the “ Centralverein der Jiidischen Gemeindewahlen,” which 
took place last Tuesday evening, April 7th, the resolution of the “ Repriasentanten 
Versammlung” was most severely condemned, and the Society, which has changed 
its name to “Centralverein fiir die Jiidischen Interessen in Berlin” (Central 
Society for Jewish interests in Berlin), will not remain quiet, but will continue 
sending petitions and will redouble its efforts in every way. I venture to 
believe that these endeavours will be finally crowned with success ; for the Jewish 
pulation in Berlin isso very much on the increase that the need grows more 
_ imperative daily for synagogues in which divine service is conducted in a devo- 
tional manner, and new synagogues must be erected in Berlin, otherwise the 
“ Reprasentanten” will justly deserve the reproach that they have not fulfilled 
their duties towards the commnnity.

More than half of the male seat- 
holders do not contribute towards the synagogue’s burdens beyond paying seat 
rentals. The report also deals with a number of minor local matters, and explains 
the manner in which the large sums annually handed over to the United Synagogue 
are expended.

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FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 


Parliament by the anti-Semites marked the sitting of the Lower House 
in Vienna on Monday. During a speech by a Liberal member, the 
anti-Semite Schneider, who had previously made himself notorious in 
the same way in the Town Council, interrupted the speaker with 
abusive remarks about the Jews. Chief Rabbi Dr. Bloch, member for Kolomea 
(Galicia), retorted by saying: “Don’t abuse the Jews; behave decently. You 
owe your seat in this House to the inconceivable indulgence of the Court of Justice. 
Your proper place is the prison.” This home-thrust in reference to the past 
history of Herr Schneider caused great excitement in all parts of the House, and 
some time elapsed before order was restored. As illustrating the low moral 
character of many of the leading anti-Semites, we may add that Karl Raschke, 
a well known Viennese agitator, has within recent weeks been imprisoned for 
burglary and arson. . 


The Austrian Minister of Commerce has received a deputation of Jewish 


merchants from Galicia to whom he gave an assurance that, in conjunction with 


the Minister for Foreign Affairs, he would do his utmost to effect a modification in 
the Russian passport regulations. 


A well known figure -in Jewish and financial circles of Vienna was Herr 
Arminio Cobn, who died there on the 20th ult. He was a Director of the Austro- 
Hungarian Bank was until last year President of the Jewish Community, 
and held many other honorary offices of distinction. Herr Cohn had scnaidersBle 
literary taste. His funeral was attended by many of the foremost men in Vienna. 


Dr. Friedlander, who for many years has been Secretary of the Israelitish 
Alliance in Vienna, has resigned that post, he having accepted the office of 
Secretary of Baron de Hirsch’s Foundation for Galicia. 


FRANCE. 


The Allgemeine Zeitung des Judenthums reports that for a considerable time 
a desire has been expressed in Parisian Jewish circles for the transfer of the 
Sabbath from Saturday to Sunday, so as to make it easier for the Jews engaged in 
business to attend synagogue. The Grand Rabbi of France is altogether opposed 
to such a measure, but is said to be willing to institute a special service, with choir 


and instrumental music and sermon on Sundays. The Consistoire, however, is 


reported to be against such an innovation. 


M. Alphonse Bloch, Advocate General at the Court of Appeal (and member 
of the Consistoire Israélite), of Paris has been appointed President of the Chamber 
at that Court. 


The President of the Republic hes granted the exequatur to M. Elias Maduro 
as Consul General in Paris for Nicaragua. 


M. Alexandre, hitherto Engineer in Chief of Roads and Bridges, has been 
appointed General Secretary of the Committee of Roads and Bridges. 


HOLLAND. 


Herr David Bles, the well-known painter, will be seventy years old in Sep- 
tember. His admirers intend to commemorate the event by presenting his bust 
in marble to the National Gallery in Amsterdam. 

Herr Rudolf Lehmann, who lately died in Amsterdam, has bequeathed 75,000 
florins to various charitable institutions of the German Jewish community in the 
city. The late Mrs. Charles Samuel, who, it will be remembered, was a native 
of Amsterdam, has also made several Jegacies to Jewish charities there. 


INDIA. 


Mr. Edward A. Sassoon, of London, son of Sir Albert Sassoon, presided on 
Sunday the 22nd March at the annual distribution of prizes to the pupils of the 
David Sassoon’s Benevolent Institution in Bombay. The prizes were distributed 
by Mrs. E. A. Sassoon, and the visitors included Lady Sassoon and many of the 
principle Jewish residents of Bombay. Mr. Selim S. Solomon read the report of 
the examiners, which showed that on the 25th February 116 boys and 52 girls 
were receiving instruction, 66 boys and 9 girls in English, the remainder in elemen- 
tary Hebrew. From the Head Master (Mr. Joseph Ezekiel) downwards all the 


teachers devoted their utmost energies to the performance of their duties. After 


recitations and a dramatic representation by the children, Mr. Sassoon delivered a 
telling address, of which a local newspaper said : ‘Good public speaking is a gift 
denied to most men, and secured only by afew. By good public speaking we 
mean the delivery of words which are brimful of meaning and which contain one 
or more expressions that make a permanent impression on the audience. Viewing 
the subject of public oratory in this reasonable way, we have no hesitation in 
according to Mr. E. A. Sassoon the palm of victory as the best public speaker 
amongst all the speakers in Bombay whose utterances have been publicly recorded 
during the season which has just come to an end.” 


ITALY. 

The Council of the Jewish Community in Rome has deemed it necessary to 
close three out of the five synagogues in that city, one of the reasons being that 
the communal funds are insufficient to maintain the personnel, clerical and

LUXEMBURG. 

The Town Council of Luxemburg at its meeting on the 18th ult., voted 
unanimously and without discussion a grant of 15,000 francs towards the 
building of a new synagogue for the local Jewish community.

RAMSGATE. 


We are enabled to announce a literary event of the oe ges importance, on 
which the Jews in England, and especially the Spanish and Portuguese section, 
may be heartily congratulated. The Rev. Dr. Gaster, Principal of the Judith 
Lady Montefiore College at Ramsgate, has purchased the Halberstam Collection of 
Hebrew MSS., numbering 411 codices. The acquisition of this world-famed 
collection will once again turn the hearts and minds of Jews to England, where 
the richest stores of Hebrew learning have found a sympathetic resting-place. It 
is the greatest purchase since the time when the Bodleian Library obtained pos- 
session of the Oppenheim and Michael collections, with the great difference, that 
the collection now passes into Jewish hands, and places its depositary, the Monte- 
fiore College Library, above other Jewish institutions throughout the world, and 
even above the Libraries of Cambridge, Berlin, Munich and Vienna. It is no 


exaggeration to say that that there is scarcely a modern Hebrew scholar who is — 
not greatly indebted to the Halberstam Collection, embracing as it does almost — 


every branch of human science, Philology and Philosophy, Grammar and Exegesis, 
History and Geography, the Talmud, the literature of the Geonim, Ritual and 


_ Liturgy, and almost unrivalled poetical compositions. : 
We need but mention a few of the most important manuscripts, of some 


of which a second copy is not known to exist. No, 105 is a work of De Balmes, 
otherwise unknown. No. 361 is a unique copy of Israeli’s work, of which there is 
at.Oxford only a fragment (Cat. Neubauer, No. 1318), utilised, moreover from a 
different translation. No. 4 contains the famous work of Crescas in a far more 
perfect form than the printed edition. Professor Freudenthal, who has examined 
the MS., was full of praise of it. No 222, the work of Ab. Ibn Daud, is, according 
to Professor Dr. Kaufmann, who has compared all the MSS. in existence of that 
work, the most perfect of all. Jn the same MS. is included a commentary, hitherto 
unknown, on the work. No. 195 is a commentary of Moscone to Ibn Ezra. This 
MS. has been specially described and commented upon by Dr. Steinschneider, who 
has pointed out its immense value for the criticism and the text of Ibn Ezra. No 
other copy is known of this MS., of which Dr. Friedlinder made use in his essays 
on Ibn Ezra. No. 150 is an unique copy'‘of the work of R. Jehuda ben Barzilai, 
who lived at the beginning of the 12th century, and wrote an important commen- 
tary on the Sepher Jetzirah, edited by Halberstam. Among other unica are No.

There is 
further the magnificent copy of the Decisions of R. Isaac Irani (No. 184) com- 
prising 520 folio pages. Of liturgical works may be named the grand copy of 
the Roman Machzor, in 3 folio volumes (Nos. 224 to 226), filled with Piyutim, 
Halachoth, &c , and No. 353, the no less important Greek Machzor, with many 
Piyutim, which even Zunz did not know of. No. 345 contains 980 responses of 
Geonim and Rabbis. eee 

Not a few of the MSS. present in themselves historical interest, as they 
percgee in turn to some of the greatest men who have adorned Judaism in olden 
as well as in modern times, such as Luzzatto, Almanzi, Carmoly, &c. Dr. Gaster 
inay justly pride himself on the successful result of his negotiations, in which he 
was ably supported by Dr. Neubauer and Mr. Joseph Sebag Montefiore, for the 
acquisition of this splendid Library. 


LITERARY INTELLIGENCE.

Mr. Israel Gollancz’s Edition of “ The Pearl,” Which will form the first of a 
small ceries of Pre-Tudor Texts to be issued under his editorship, will be published 
to-day by Mr. Nutt. Besides a revised text and critical notes, the volume will contain 
vis-a-vis literal modern rendering, intended to give some idea ofthe poem to those 
who cannot read Middle English. Mr. Holman Hunt supplies the frontispiece, and 
Lord Tennyson has written an introductory poein to the volume. 

-M. James Darmesteter has published in the Rerue des Deux Mondes, under the 
title of “ Les Prophétes d’Israel et leur nouvel historien,” a severe criticism extend-' 
ing over 40 pages, of the third volume of M. Renan’s “ Histoire du Peuple 
d’Israel.” M. Darmesteter concludes his review with an expression of belief that 
the religion of the 20th century will spring from a fusion of propbetiem and science. 


Herr Karl Emil Franzos, the popular novelist, has made an interesting find in 
connection with Heine literature he having secured the correspondence conducted 
by Mathilde Heine with several European governments after thedeath of her hus- 
band, respecting the poet’s literary remains. The correspondence, which throws 
some light on the hitherto unpublished works of Heine, is expected to be discussed 
by Herr Franzosin hia journal Deutsche Dichtwng. | 

Mr. C. G. Leland, whose appreciation of Heine was already expressed in his 
preface, written thirty-six years ago, to his translation of “ Reisebilder,” has under- 
taken a complete translation of Heine’s works. The first volume will include * The 
Rabbi of Bacharach.” 

Professor Lombroso continues in the Monist his illustrative studies in Criminal 
Anthropology. The latest article deals with the physiognomy of the anarchists. 
He also writes on ‘ Innovation and Inertia in the World of Physchology.” 

A new story by Dr. Heinrich Felbermann, called “ A Social Earthquake,” com- 
mences in this week’s issue of Life, and will afterwards appear in a three-volume 
novel. The subject is the Kabbalah and its influence on the present period. 

The Canon of Ely’s recent work on the Intermediate State forms the text of a 
sketch in the Church Quarterly Revicw, of the originand growth of the idea enter- 
tained by Jews on the subject.

BIRMINGHAM, 


The Council of the Birmingham Hebrew Congregation in their 38th Annual 
Report, congratulate the members on its increased financial prosperity. After 
several years’ anxiety they now present a balance-sheet not only unencumbered by 
debt, but shewing the possession of a goodly amount of assets. The total income 
for the past year was £3,537 15s,, an increase of £252 on its predecessor, and the 
expenditure was £3,346 18a., a decrease of £103. In the amount of seat rent 
coliected there was an increase cf £251 163. ‘The Council again express their 
admiration of the successful working of the Board of Guardians. While thia insti- 
tution has amply relieved the necessities of those entrusted to its charge, it has so 
husbanded its funds that it has been enabled still further to reduce the subsidy 
which it requires from the Congregation t» £200 per annum as from last July. 
The report of the School Committee is the record of another year’s good progress. 
The Government Grant earned by the school was £309 2s. 4d., as against £313 18s. 8d. 
in the previous year. The decrease is due to the fact that there were a few less 
children to present, but the report of H.M. Inspector was highly satisfactory, and 
the per centage of passes increased from 89°), to 92°),. The result of the Hebrew 
‘Examination, conducted as usual by the Rev. G. J. Emanuel, B.A., also gave proof 


of increased efficiency in that branch of study, the average number of passes being » 


94°), as against 89°), on the former occasion. | 

The annual meeting of the Hebrew congregation of Birmingham was held on 
Sunday morning last, in the Schoolrooms, Singer's Hill, when there were present 
pearly 500 members and friends ; this being the largest meeting of Jewish residents 
that has ever been gathered together in that town. The first business on the agenda was 


to receive a report from the scrutineers, with reference to the election for members of . 


the Council, for which there were 13 candidates and 10 vacancies. Ten members 
eought re-election, and the other three candidates were put forward by the pro- 
moters of the Kosher Meat Supply Association. The successful candidates (all 
retiring members) in the order of votes polled were—Messrs. John Phillips, 
Michael Davis A. Bremer, B. H. Joseph, Albert Phillips, Samuel Gordon, John 
Silverstone, 8. B. Simmons, Louis Rosenberg and H. D, Cohen. Messrs. Samuel Isaacs, 
Benjamin Newman, and Moss Fisher, the candidates of the Kosher Meat Association, 
were unsuccessful, A resolution for the election of 25 seatholders as free members 
of the congregation, was unanimously agreed to. The President, Mr. Henry Davis, 
in moving : “* That the report and balance-sheet be received and adopted, and the 
action of the Council with reference to the suspension of Mr. M. L. Dight from the 
privileges of free membership (owing to his action in taking all the ‘ honours’ in 
the synagogue on the occasion of a domestic festivity) be confirmed,” congratulated 
the members upon the excellence of their balance-sheet, and said that they ought 
to be proud to belong to a congregation of this sort, and be perfectly satisfied with 
its management and institutions. They had institutions to deal with the pcor; 
institutions to deal with the pensioning of old men and women; institutions to 
assist young boys and girls by apprenticing them to various trades ; institutions 
for the spread of education ; in favt, they did everything to increase the happiness 
and welfare of every man, woman and child of the congregation Mr. John Silver- 
stone seconded the resolution. The latter portion relating to Mr. Dight gave rise 
to considerable discussion, in which Mossrs. M. Moses, S. E. Marks, I. Friend, Fisher, 
B. H. Joseph and M. L. Dight joined. An amendment was moved and seconded that 
the report be adopted with the exception of the passage respecting Mr. Dight’s 
suspension. The amendment was withdrawn in favour of a motion, proposed by 
Mr. John Phillips and seconded by Mr. M. Moses, to the effect that “this meeting 
having heard Mr. Dight’s explanation that he had no intention of infringing any 
law of this congregation, the paragraph with reference to that gentleman’s sus- 
agp &c., be withdrawn from the report.”” This motion was carried unanimously, 

r. Heory Davis was elected a trustee of the congregation in the place of the late 
Mr. A. Danziger. Owing to the length of the discussion, it was found necessary to 
postpone for a fortnight the consideration of other important business on the

Laski, seconded by Mr. M. Cohen, a hearty vote of thanks was passed to the lecturer, 
who, in acknowledging the vote, said it was a gratifying fact tnat the best traditions 
of the Spanish Jews had been preserved to our own days by such men as Sir Moses 
Montefiore and Mr. F. D. Mocatta.

Sir JuLIAN GoLpDsMID, Bart., M.P., presided on Tuesday, the 21st ult., ata 
dinner held in the Whitehall Rooms of the Hotel Métropole, in aid of the funds of 
the Metropolitan Hospital, Kingsland Road. Among those present were Lieut.- 
Colonel Montefiore, the Revs. H. Gollancz, M.A. (V isitor to the Jewish patients) and 
I, Samuel, Mesars. Coleman Defries, J. Aron, 8. Anidjah, Samuel snl Prager. A 
rate department for Jews was established in the old Hospital in Devonshire 
uare, neatly thirty years ago on the suggestion of the late Mr. Jonas Defries, 
whose family have always been among the warmest friends of the charity. In the 
present hospital the Jewish wards, with separate kitchens, &c., are in a distinct por- 
tionof the buildings, and are supplemented by the most perfect arrangements for 
the strictest compliance with the religious, culinary, and sanitary requirements of 
this section of the community. When all the 160 beds are occupied, 40 will be 
reserved for Jewish patients. 

Sir JULIAN GOLDSMID, on rising to propose the toast of the evening, “ Pros- 
perity to the Hospital,” was loudly cheered. After references to what he had seen 
in the course of a visit to the Hospital in company with the veteran Chairman of 
the Committee, Mr. Joseph Fry, and their able and devoted Secretary, Mr. Charles 
H. Byers, Sir Julian said he understood that the Committee had initiated a system 
of causing patients to be visited in their homes incase of necessity, and, in addi- 
tion, a system by which small weekly subscriptions were obtained from several 
thousand people, who thereby made themselves free of the attendance, both in and 
out of the hospital. That system brought in something over £600 during last year 
to the funds of the charity.—(Cheers). With regard to the nursing staff, he 
believed that there was no more capable body of nursesin the length and breadth 
of this great country. They belonged toa special religious sisterhood, but they 
forced none of their religion’ opinions upon their patients. Every patient hada 
right to the minietrations of a minister of his own religion. Over the nurses was a 
pody of men of whom he always spoke with admiration and respect. The medical 
staff consisted of abody of most able and excellent men, who devoted much time, 
much energy, and much ability to the service oftheir patients. In addition, the 
institution a most able and excellent committee, with a man at its head who 
had been in the service of the hospital since the year 1836, and who had devoted the 

ears of his youth, and his maturer life to the service of the poor and suffering. 
He was supported by men who would do honour to any committee. The hospital, 
he reminded them, was situated in a poor district, with a ulation of something 
like a quarter of million, which had no other means of obtaining medical assistance. 
there were at the present time 24 neds for men, 24 for women, 12 for Jewish 
patients, 17 cote for children, and one isolation room, and if sufficient funds were 
afforded, he believed that nearly double that number might be placed within 
its walls. That being so, there was a large field for the charity of the benevolent, 
and he appealed to them to do all in their power to enable the Committee to put in 
more beds for the benefit of the suffering poor of the neighbourhood.—(Cheers). 

Mr. Flower, M.P.,in responding, said that as one connected with the 
great Jewish community, he entertained the hope that one of the results of that 
evening’s gathering would be to enlist more support from the Jews for that hospital. 
A large ward was prepared for them, and he was happy to think that men like Mr. 
Coleman Defries—(Cheers)—were heartily interested in their enterprise. 

The SECRETARY then read the list of donations which amounted in the aggre- 
gate to £2,465 13s. 6d. The Chairman’s list made up a total of £1,216 17s., and 
included £100 contributed by himself, £100 by Messrs. N. M. Rothschild and Sons, 
£50 by Mr. F. D. Mocatta, and £500 by Mrs. Edward D. Stern to endow a cot fora 
Jewish child. Mr. Coleman Defries’s list reached £520, among the items being a 
legacy of £225. | 

Mr, H. LOVEGROVE, in proposing the Stewards, said that the postal was 
nobly supported by Jews, who with their characteristic scary felt they must 
do something for a charity from which their poorer brethren derived so much 
benefit. He coupled with the toast the name of Mr. Defries, who, he said, had done 
and was still doing a great deal for the hospital as a member of the Committee. 

Mr. COLEMAN DEFRIES, who was heartily cheered, responded. He said that 
the Jews, while supporting their own institutions, were always ready to come to the 

ce of other charities, His community were greatly indebted to the Com- 
mittee for placing upwards of 40 beds at the disposal of the Jewish poor. The 
Jewish clergy visited the hospital regularly, and everything possible was done for 
the comfort of Jewish patients. He regretted to say that the Committee were 
seriously embarrassed through lack of funds to pay their present expenses, and it 
would be a dreadful thing if they found themselves compelled tu close some of the 
beds. He therefore earnestly appealed for annual subscriptions, however small. 
he toast of ‘the Chair” was proposed by Mr. JoserH Fry, and was cordially 
received. | 

Sir JULIAN GOLDSMID, in returning thanks, said that he was always glad to
